There is a very strongly developed cur- 


rent against 'he vaccination of the chil- 
dren, however. 


City Superintendent 
of Schools S. P. 


Waterman in speaking of the probable 
vaccination of the children, said: 


"As it is the law, it should be enforced, 


j l f the State has provided for the safety 
of the public health In that way, then U 
should be done. 


"Personally, however, I am opposed to 


the vaccination of children. I believe dis- 
eases are imparted to children In this 
•manner and that they never recover from 
its effects. 


"Many unmentioirahle. 
diseases which 
pollute the blood jnay be transmilled from 
one person to another owing- to impure 
vaccine. Besides, there is ihe ever pres- 
ent danger of the children dying from the 
effects of vaccination. If the Health Offi- 
cer proceeds with the vaccination of the 
•children, r presume there will be a storm 
of. protests from ihe parents. 
"As vaccination is the law, however It 
jrtll have to be en.forge4 ftesi>tte. protests.
